The plan evidently worked 
fine Sunday night, but with 
the coming of daylight trou- 
ble started. Ranchers went 
out to irrigate by the nev 
time, only to

Starting to work one hour 
earlier and not changing the 
clocks has been suggested and 
there ‘are many industrial 
plants that could do that. Day- 
light Saving plan with the old 
time existing in neighboring 
towns caitges a vast amdunt of 
confusion, but simply going to 
work one hour earlier would 
accomplish practically the 
same result in many indus- 
tries.

HOUSE OF DAVID 


As chief counsel for the 
House of David, ex-Judge H. 
T. Dewhirst, who left the su- 
perior court bench in San Ber- 
nardino to join the religious 
cult, Wednesday lost an ap- 
peal to the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals in Co- 
lumbus, O., to reverse a ver- 
dict by which Mrs. John Han- 
sel was awarded $20,000 dam- 
ages against the cult. 

The Hansels, former mem- 
bers of the cult, charged they 
were induced to join under 
the impression that the House 
of David was strictly a re- 
ligious organization and that 
they later found it to be a 
blind for the immoral prac- 
tices of ‘‘King’’ | Benjamin 
Purnell and ‘‘Queen’’ Mary, 
leaders of the colony. 

Practices Exposed 

The case, which resulted in 
a sensational expose of the 
colony’s alleged practices, 
was heard originally in Grand 
Rapids, Mich. 

Shortly before the trial be- 
gan ‘‘King’’ Benjamin disap- 
peared and all efforts to lo- 
cate him have failed. 

The Hansels joined the cult 
in 1912. In accordance with 
the rules of the colony, they 
brought along all their pos- 
sessions and turned them over 
to the leaders, 

In 1920 the Hansels with- 
drew and brought suit for re- 
covery of $20,000, which they 
claimed they lost through 
membership in the colony. 

Judge Stater upheld their 
claim and the case was ap- 
pealed by attorneys for the 
House of David.

Judge Dewhirst left the 
bench here four years: ago to 
join the cult, selling his pal- 
atial home and property in 
Redlands. It was reported 
that the jurist donated his en- 
tire fortune to the cult. He 
returned to Southern’ Cali- 
fornia two years ago as a 
member‘ of the House of David 
jazz band, in which - Judge 
Dewhirst’ played a clarionet. 
He wore his hair flowing over 
his shoulders, with a long 
beard and mustache, as did 
all male members of the suit. 

When the Hansel suit was 
filed, Judge Dewhirst appear- 
ed as attorney for the Howse 
of David and counsel for 
“‘King’’ Benjamin. Wednes- 
day ’s decision ends the litiga- 
tion.

Judge Olney declared him- 
self as strongly in favor of 
the two thirds jury, which 
was opposed in a speech be- 
fore the Lions Club a week 
ago by Judge Warmer. In 
this regard, he again cited the 
Huling case. He _ deelared 
that save for the action of the 
presiding judge (himself) in 
refusing to dismiss the jury 


the Huling case would have 
resulted in a disagreement, 
since two of the members of 
the trial jury had apparently 
made up their minds to acquit 
the defendant at the start and 
refused to change until it be- 
came clear that only through 
voting for conviction could 
they obtain release. 

The speaker also declared 
himself opposed to the addi- 
tion of a third judge as a 
“political seheme.’’- He de- 
clared himself opposed to the 
appointment of a> public de- 
fender for the county, assert- 
ing that there are plenty of 
attorneys to handle all cases 
and that a defender would 
be but a needless expense.

A NEW NATIONAL 





e “Craters of the, Moon” sec- 
tion, located about forty miles 
south of Arco, Idaho, and recent- 
ly made a national monument by 
action of President Coolidge, is 
so named because its weird lava 
formations bear a marked resem- 
blanmce to the moon as_ seen 
through a telescope. 

Countless years ago. this area, 
located in a valley about 25 miles 
long and three miles wide, was 
the scene of great volcanic activ- 


jity. Surrounding the district is 
timberland which abounds with 


wild animals. 

A freak of the region is an im- 
mense underground cavern, hol- 
lowed out by a seething flow of 
molten lava, and down which 
automobiles can be driven for a 
considerable distance. 

Othern caverns glow with phos- 
phorescent tints of volcanic ash, 
dead and cold, yet presenting the 
appearance of an active volcano. 
There are no_ rattlesnakes or 
other reptiles in the district, de- 
spite the fact that similar lava 
territory elsewhere is literally 
alive with them. Why there are 
no snakes in the “craters” is a 
question which no one can de- 
cide. 

The region is not far from the 
beaten paths of tourist travel to 
Yellowstone National Park.

An American Shrine 

HERE is a house in St. Die, France, in whieh the word 
1 ‘“ America’? was first placed on the printed page. lt 

is the baptismal font of the ‘“fourth land’? of Amerigo 

Vespucei; the little printing shop where the name, 
which has played so great a part in the world, was first spell- 
ed out in type in 1507. But the only marks which set the 
humble building—now the place of pueiness of a pharmacist 
—from those around it are tablets erected by Ambassador 
Bacon in 1911, by the Anteriean Legion in 1921, and again 
just recently. 

This house should be purchased and endowed as a per- 
manent memorial of an incident in the history of our coun- 
try. A few years ago the owner of the property offered it 
for sale to Americans with such a use in mind. Negotiations 
were entered into. But the tenant pharmacist decided to exer- 
cise a prior option which he held and so prevented the sale. 
It was hoped by those patriotically interested that the place 
could be kept not only as a small museum for illustrating 
the development of the art of printing. It was also planned 
to keep there a copy, if one could be acquired, of the first 
edition of the book in which the name was first printed and 
of which not more than three or four copies are known to 
be in existence. 

Situate not far from the headquarters of the A.ELF., this 
historic house should ‘become one of the places of speeial in- 
terest to Americans in France. Perhaps some day the phar- 
macist will yield his shop for due compensation to the gen- 
erous desires of those who wish to make a permanent mem- 
orial of the first appearance of the continental name which 
the people of the United States have claimed for their own 
land. Incidentally, the map to which the printed book was 
companion should be procured, if possible, for this house, or 
else brought to America for lasting keeping. It is a part of 
our baptismal record. 

Summer Reading 
N ENTERTAINING magazine has successfully canvassed 
A a number of persons on the question of ‘‘What I am 
going to read’ this summer ?”’ 

To some few of us it may be interesting to know 
what labor leaders, ornithologists, inventors, motion picture 
producers, bankers, and authors read. But aside from this 
passing interest the question which was put to these sug- 
gests others of more than passing interest. 

Is there really such a thing as summer reading? Is the 
individual’s reading activity a seasonal affair like summer 
canning or spring house-cleaning? Aside from a few books 
on gardening and out-door sports,, is there any kind of read- 
ing which is best only in the summer, and another kind which 


is more suitable for winter? 

Most of the literary output of the day would hardly give 
For those who read only the more ser- 
ious books it probably isn’t any harder to read them during 
July than it is in March. And the lighter sort of fiction 
seems to find as ready a sale in one season of the year as it 
does in another. 

This matter of summer reading is probably little more 
than a myth kept alive as other myths are kept alive—be- 
eause it gives us some sort of satisfaction. We have summer 
clothes and summer weather and summer camping. These 
are logical distinctions; they exist in fact. And from these 
comes the desire to arrange in a seasonal way other activities 
and things. ; 

Summer is the season* for vacations and for other less 
legitimate forms of loafing. We feel that we have more time 
in the summer; or perhaps it would be more correct to say 
that in the winter we think we shall have time for reading 
during the summer. Whatever book we cannot give our time 
to in the winter, we put aside for summer reading. Nor does 
the fact that we seldom get to it in the summer prevent us 
from keeping alive this summer-reading myth. The desire 
to keep up in our reading has been somewhat satisfied by 
this making up in the winter a summer-reading list. It is 
a salve to our troubled’ conseience this summer--reading list of 
books.

Library statistics show a most 
satisfactory growth—a 12 per cent 
increase in circulation for one 
thing. 274 more books added this 
year than last, increasing mem- 
bership; larger attendance Sun- 
days, are other items of interest. 
‘No. pride is felt in the large 
number of books lost or discard- 
ed and withdrawn this year, but 
when one realizes this large num- 
ber is the direct result of the 
only inventory ever taken of the 
contents of the library and that 
it covers ten years, the total is 
not bad after all. Really less 
than one hundred books were 
walked off with during that time, 
with absolutely no record at the 
dask, making about ten a year. 

A gift from Mr. Harwood made 
possible the buying of more mag- 
azine cases, book rests and shelf 
labels, which greatly help the 
work in the library, and gifts of 
checks from Miss Harwood and 
R. R. Harrington made possible 
the buying of more books than 
the library fund would have per- 
mitted otherwise. The tinting 
and varnishing of the library was 
made possible this year by an 
increased appropriation. With the 
exception of the floors, this is 
the first time anything had been 
done to the walls and woodwork 
since«it was finished. During 
this renvvation, the library was 
closed, the librarian and assist- 
ant attending the California Li- 
brary Association. As usual, the 
library was closed the first week 
of school for cleaning. The sign 
“Upland Public Library” was plac- 
ed on the building this year, a 
store room in the basement had 
shelves put in for magazines, and 
a case was remodeled into shelv- 
ing for the children’s room. 

At this time the members of 
the Library Board and the librar- 
ian wish to express their deep ap- 
preciation of the time and space 
given to book lists and items of 
interest at the library by The 
Upland News; to the many 
friends who remembered the li- 
brary with gifts of magazines and 
books, among whom are: A. W.

RULE 1924 GRAND

San Bernardino County’s 1924 
grand jury is a legal body al- 
though irregularities marked its 
impanelment in Judge Olney’s 
court, Superior Judge W. H. Ellis 
of Riverside ruled yesterday in 
denying A. W. Terry’s petition 
for a writ of habeas corpus.
